It is presumable that the proposed move­ 
ment has relation to matters affecting the 
trade of this city. 
Ouo sensible imjiorter is reported as say­ 
ing: 
While business Is dull here, It is not so in the 
interior. But this city can never again expect 
to supply the territory formerly tributary to it. 
At many interior i>ointa merchants only buy 
here to replenish their stocks, not to renew 
them. Representatives of Eastern houses are 
now canvassing Interior cities as well as San 
Francisco, and it is well for the city to recog­ 
nize this modification in the method of business. 
Yes, the business mon of San Francisco 
should recognize the fact that the prosper­ 
ity of tha interior is. affer all, tributary to 
San Francisco, the chief trade center of the 
Stale. That city should realize it as its first 
duty and highest interest, to foster the inte­ 
rior and rapidly build it up, rather than to 
engage in efforts to cripple its trade and 
put upon consumers tho heavier burden of 
the farthest market of supply. One mer­ 
chant, in the interviews referred to, sug­ 
gests that it is to the interest of the trans­ 
portation companies to ship raw materials 
and manufactured goods to Ban I rancisco 
at such rates that freight back to interior 
points can be secured. W ithout doubting 
the personal honesty of the merchant, one 
widely known, we do not hesitate to say 
that his proposition is suggestive of dishon­ 
esty. It simply means that natural interior 
trade centers shall bo ignored, and their 
competitive relations denied ; iirst, that the 
jobbers ut a single point may command all 
tho trade; and second, that the carrier may 
speculate upon the driven necessity of tho 
consumer. 
In any event, whatever the 
“ com bination" referred to means, and 
whatever plana it proposes to present, tiie 
merchants of the interior arc interested in 
it to the extent of holding themselves in 
readiness to resist it. 


A PH0FCSAL TO ASSAULT INTERIOR 
TRACE CENTERS. 


With remarkable, not to say amusing 
regularity, the San Francisco press puts an 
old-time and thread-bare complaint against 
the interior through its paces. 
Last year 
it was the liullctin that bitterly complained 
because commercial laws are not set aside, 
and the usage# of trade- reversed to prevent 
Sacramento mere hauls and the dealers of 
Stockton, Marysville and Iais Angeles from 
soiling at rates level with those of the Ban 
Francisco merchant and tints secure to Ban 
Fmmisoo a monopoly of her interior trade. 
Nothing 
more 
preposterous 
was ever 
seriously advanced. At the time the fal­ 
lacy of tho claim was laid bare by the 
Recoed-Uxiox, and such testimony in favor 
of the interior wa-t the Bulletin's complaint 
deemed, that it was published and circula­ 
ted by -.alley merchants as an advertise­ 
ment 'if their trade advantages. 
Now 
comes the San Francisco Chronicle in a side 
article embodying interviews with San 
Francisco manufacturers and dealers in 
San Francisco, in which the old complaint 
is, in a feeble way, renewed. 
It reads be­ 
tween the lines of the interview that the 
plea is “ Ban 1-Tanctsco is a trade center and 
is therefore the only one the real!y old and 
reliable original Jacobs and no pretenders 
should be countenanced.” The burden of 
the complaint is that Sacramento, Marys­ 
ville, Stockton and Los Angeles and Sau 
Jose receive goods from the Fast at the 
same rates* charged to Ban Francisco mer­ 
chante, and consequently she loses some­ 
thing of her commercial importance as a 
trade center.

To 
Ibis Ban Francisco has always objected, 
flatly saying; ''Notwithstanding we have 
lustily disclaimed against discriminations, 
have insisted upon uniformity of charges 
for freight carriage, and all that, stilltvc 
claim for San Francisco the right, and the 
sole right to supply the interior. Not­ 
withstanding that tha cities of the interior 
are nearer to theKastcrn markets ; that the 
actual haul of goods to them is less in 
mileage than to Ban Francisco, we insist 
that they shall ho ljnndicajipod by a dis­ 
criminating charge.”

One merchant is represented as saying that

SHOOTING OF. MORMON FI.DERS 
IN TENNESSEE. 


THE GREEL7 SURVIVORS AND CANNI­ 
BALISM. 


W ith a circumstantiality of detail that 
enforces a hording on the part of the pub­ 
lic, it is related that the survivors of the 
Greoly Arctic expedition were guilty of 
cannibalism. It is said that one of thcsur- 
vivors in liis li-Iiriutu exclaimed piteously 
against being shot and eaten as one of his 
comrades had been. That in the graves of 
the dead on ,y clean-picked bones were 
found. That tree skeleton was found with 
a rib shattered hy a rillo ball and with frag­ 
ments of Ictul on the bone. Hut on the 
other hand Commander Schley denies the 
whole story, pronounces it a sailor's yarn, 
and as a c rv l lie: declares the bodies of 
the dead wery found intact, and that there 
was nothing whatever to show that canni­ 
balism had been practiced. 
But for the 
sake of the atfeument, suppose the story of 
flesh-eating 
true, should society in that 
Otee demand She punishment of these poor 
wretches snatched from icy graves ? Cer­ 
tainly not. ISii ribleas is cannibalism, there 
ls in such cases as that tinder considera­ 
tion. a broad mantle of charity to cover it 
withal. Suppose it is (rue, which we do 
not believe, is it not the better part of hu­ 
manity tosa f these men were crazed and 
wholly irresponsible for their acts ? Driven 
hy tho horrors of starvation, dying of the 
icy cbill "f highest latitudes, deserted as 
they believed hy their fellow men, their 
frames emaciated, their reason unsettled, 
their vviils broken, their intellectual parts 
slaves to the overmastering instinct to satis­ 
fy (lie fearful pangs of a horrible form of 
starvation, who will venture to say that 
the men arc responsible now for what the 
animal in man may have done when it 
subordinated reason ? Better to drop the 
matter where it is, than add to the miseries 
of ¡lie Arctic tragedy new horrors hy an in­ 
vestigation, as is now threatened. 


Tim Russian Government has again testi­ 
fied to the fact that tho very atmosphere of 
that country is impregnated with the spirit 
of intrigue and political conspiracy. For 
conspiracy against the Government, a large 
number of girls, pupils in the Marie Insti­ 
tution, have been seized and cast into 
prison, together with a number of the 
teachers. The pupils in this academy are

Mormon E ld e rs Shot by a Mob. 
Nashville, August 12th.—The organiza­ 
tion established by Mormon elders in Louis 
and Hickman counties, in this State, about 
three years ago, was broken up on Sunday 
by the killing of all the elders by a band 
of masked men. 
Mr. Depriest, United 
States mail-carrier between Ivey Mills and 
Centerville, Hickman county, gives the fol­ 
lowing account of the massacre : Three 
elders were leading a meeting at Condor's, 
Cane Creek, Louis county, Sunday morn­ 
ing, when twelve masked men on horse­ 
back rode up to the house and ordered a 
young man named Hudson and young Con­ 
dor to surrender. They showed fight, and 
on? of the masked men knocked Condor 
down, breaking his skull. Hudson fired, 
and one of the masked men fell dead and 
was found to be Dave Hinson, a citizen of 
Hickman county. 
He lived at Brushfork, 
on Beaver dam. 
The masked men then 
shot and killed two of the Mormon ciders. 
Tiie third cider ran toward the woods, from 
which firing was soon heard. The elder 
has not been seen since, and it is thought 
lie was also killed. It lias since been ascer­ 
tained that the masked men, before going 
to Condor’s house, stopped at the house of 
a man named Garrett, and found one of the 
Mormon elders there. 
They left two 
masked men there in charge of this elder. 
Shooting was heard there shortly after­ 
ward, and that elder has not been seen 
since. When firing commenced at Condor's 
house, one of the elders hid behind 
Mrs. Condor, and in shooting at him Mrs. 
Condor wus wounded.

The Government S tationery C ontractor* 
Alarmed. 
W a s h in g to n , August 12th.—Something 
of a panic lias been produced among the 
Government stationery contractors hy the 
piict 
adoption by 
Postmaster-General 
Gresham for his department of the newly 
invented paper tester. 
Developments so 
far made show that the Government has 
been systematically swindled out of large 
sums in the quality of paper furnished in 
certain envelopes. The departments of the 
Government arc furnished with otlicial 
•nvolopes, which go through the mail free. 
The Post-office Department has a contract 
with tiie successors of the Plympton Manu­ 
facturing Company at New Haven, Conn. 
They furnish these envelopes for $110,000 
per "annum, the paper, according to the 
contract, to be of a certain grade. The dc- 
inriment lias been receiving complaints of 
ate that these envelopes are inferior in 
quality, nnd the communications which 
they contain are often damaged in their 
transmission through the mail. By the 
testing machine it was found that these 
envelopes would only bear seventeen and 
one-half pounds pressure, while the con­ 
tract stipulated that they should be ol the 
same texture as the sample furnished by 
tlic company, and which bore under the 
sa*ue machine thirty-three pounds. This 
shows that the paper was only worth half 
what the Government should have been re­ 
ceiving for the past ten years, according to 
the contract. 
The company, it appears, 
was not aware of the existence of this ma­ 
chine for testing, which has bui recently 
l>ecn put into practical use. The depart­ 
ment heard tlieir explanation, then drew 
the machine on them, and proved that the 
paper which they been furnishing was not 
of the strength which they liad agreed to 
furnish. They have had the contract for 
this kind of work for some ten years. The 
amount of their gain is, of course, consid­ 
erable. Suits against ail the contractors 
found to have been furnishing paper below 
the samples are contemplated, if, upon the 
personal inspection which Judge Gresham 
will make, the fact is established that an 
intentional fraud has been committed.

STiTK OF CAUFORNI t.

Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of 
California, and an Act of the Legislature of the 


State of California en titled ' ' An Act to provide 
for the submission of proposed amendments to 
the Constitution of the State of California to the 
qualified electors for their approval,'' approved 
March 7, LSS3, notice is hereby given that the 
I/Cgislaturc ot the State of California, at its 
twenty-fifth session, commencing 011 the first 
Monday after the first day of January, 3 .

tiele XI. of the Constitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornio, be amended *0 as to read as follows : 


A m e n d m e n t N o . 1. 


Section 19. In any city where there are no 
public works owned and controlled by the mu­ 
nicipality for supplying the same with water or 
artificial light, any individual or any company, 
duly incorporated" for eucIi purpose under and 
bv authority of the laws of this State, shall, un­ 
der the direction of the Superintendent oi 
Streets, or other officer in control thereof, and 
under tuch general regulntious as the munici­ 
pality may ¡ rescribe for damages, and indem ­ 
nity for damage*, have the privileged' uritigthe 
public streets and thoroughfares thereof, aud of 
laying down pipe* and conduits therein, and 
connections tnerewith, so far as may be neces­ 
sary for introducing into and supplying such 
city and iu inhabitants either with gaslight or 
other illum inating light, or with fresh water for 
dome.-tie and ail other purposes, upon the con­ 
dition that the municipal government shall 
have the right to regulate the charges thereof.

A State Board ot'Eqiiallzation, con­ 
sisting of one member from eaeli Congressional 
District in this State, 11s the same existed iu 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected by the qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive districts, at the general election to be held 
in t>e year one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term ol office shall be lor four 
year*, whose duty it shall bo to equalize the 
Valuation of the taxable property in the several 
counties of the State for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall be ex officio 
a member of the Board. The Boards ol Super­ 
visors of tiie several couuttes of the State snail 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in the county for the purposo of taxation: pro­ 
vided. such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules’ of notice as the County Boards 
inav prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribe as to the action of the State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained in suid assessment roll, and make the 
assessment conform to the true value In money 
of the property contained in said roll; provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office until their successors, as herein pro­ 
vided for, shall lie elected and shall qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistrict 
the State into four districts a* nearly equal in 
population as practical, and to provide for the 
elections of members of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 


Each amendment shall be voted upon sepa­ 


rately from (he others, by ballot, at the next 
general election, to tie holdcn on TUESDAY, 
the 4th day of NOVEMBER, A. D. 1884. Tho 
ballots used at such election shall contain the 
words: “ For the Amendment No. 1,” or the 
words " Against the Amendment No. 1:” "F or 
the Amendment No. 2," or the words “ Against 


the Amendment No. 3;” “ For the Amendment 
No. 3,” or the words “ Against the Amendment 
No. S," written or printed thereon.

S late B oard o f E q u alizatio n . 
The State Board of Equalization had 
under consideration yesterday and the day 
previous the question of assessment of the 
property of the Central and Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad corporations. 
In consider­ 
ing the subject K. Black Ryan, as agent of 
the companies, gave information in answer 
to interrogations by members of the Board, 
and also suggested the extensive damages 
caused hv the floods on the Southern road 
during the past spring. 
As Mr. Ryan was about to leave yester­ 
day afternoon for the Bay. supposing the 
inquiry concerning these roads had been 
«mieltided, it was stated that I>. M. Delmas 
would appear before tiie Board during the 
afternoon, at the suggestion of Controller 
Dunn, and make an argument, giving his 
rietvs as to the manner of determining the 
value of the properties of these corpora­ 
tions. 
When Mr. Delmas came before the 
Board there were also present Governor 
ritoneman and Clarence Greathouse. 
As he was about to commence his argu­ 
ment, Mr. Ryan protested against any 
fif parte argument by D elm as; that no ar­ 
gument whatever had been made upon the 
part of the companies,and that for Delmas 
to appear now in such manner looked like 
an attempt to take snap judgment against 
the interests he (Ryan) represented. 
He 
asked that, as he was not an orator him­ 
self, and could not cope witli the attorney 
who was appearing against the companies, 
another day be set, when Mr. Raymond 
might be present and hear Delmas’ argu­ 
ment and have an opportunity to reply to 
it. 
tic said it was well known that Mr. 
Delmas was inimical to every interest of 
the railroad companies, and his cz parte 
argument would not be just. 
Controller Dunn objected to the insinu­ 
ation made und to the language used by 
Mr. Ryan. 
Mr. Ryan answered that he made no in­ 
sinuations, but the fact was notorious 
throughout the State that what he said of 
Delmas was true. 
The Chairman of the Board said that as 
the Board had a very short time to do a 
great deal of work, they would hear Mr. 
Delmas, and then Mr. Raymond could ap­ 
pear before the Board on Thursday, if lie 
»o desired, and make such argument or re­ 
ply as lie might desire. 
Mr. Delmas then made quite a long argu­ 
ment, having Win. J. Davis present to 
ktenographicully report it. The speech was 
a repetition of well-known statements made 
by this attorney during the late extra ses­ 
sion and in his letter to the «State Board of 
Equalization one year ago. 
.Mr. Gildea interrupted during thespeeeh, 
to correct inaccuracies of statement, and 
also making occasional suggestions, which 
exposed the sophistries of the speaker.

The Sanitary Vigilance Committee met 
last evening at the office of W. P. Coleman. 
The Board of Health, Board of City Trus­ 
tees, members of the Board of Trade and 
a number of citizens were present by invi­ 
tation. 
The meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman, Robert T. Devlin, who 
•stated the object of the meeting to be the 
consideration- of the best and most speedy 
measures to be taken lookingto the cleaning 
up and [Hitting into a proper sanitary con­ 
dition that portion of I street known as the 
Chinese quarter, and also the cleansing, if 
possible, of the China Slough. He called on 
the City Attorney for recommendations of 
the best methods to pursue. 
Mr. Anderson said it was a mutter of very 
grave importance, and one that was re­ 
ceiving all the possible attention it could ut 
this time from the Health and police offi­ 
cers and the Prosecuting Attorney. They 
were doing all in their power to have peo­ 
ple sec the necessity of cleaning up and 
purifying their premises without evoking 
the law. Arrests were only made in ex­ 
treme cases, and then upon a showing that 
the arrested parties had done the necessary 
work the cases were invariably dismissed. 
He was opposed to cesspools, and believed 
in a perfect system of sewers. 
He knew 
Chinatown tobe a nuisance—it was a fact 
apparent to a stranger to the city before lie 
reaches J street from the depot. 
He said 
tiie Board had power to abate it, and they 
should not stop short of their duty. 
He 
said the Trustees, in his opinion, could not 
create a debt against the property by filling 
it up, but they could get judgment against 
the owner of the property.

And then your work of abatement is surely 
accomplished. 
F. R. Dray said if the property-owners 
were compelled to have constructed ce­ 
mented cesspools and discharge them into 
the sewers, all the nuisance would be 
abated.

Mr. Anderson—It could if the citv was 
able to pay for it, but in her present finan­ 
cial condition we cannot look in that direc­ 
tion for relief. 
Health Officer Ferral said he wanted to 
know how to proceed against the individu­ 
als who dumped garbage, filth und sewage 
matter into the slough. 
He said the bun-* 
drcds of men who crossed the slough on 
the Third-street bridge were continually 
complaining to him. The filthy condition 
of the water, the sickening odors therefrom, 
gave them malarious diseases, destroyed 
their appetites, made them generally mis­ 
erable. and they seemed to hold him re­ 
sponsible for all their troubles. Some of 
them even went so far as to say he was 
fighting the Dutch. 
He knew no friends 
in the matter. Ail he desired was to he 
clothed with sufficient authority to go raid 
do, and when he was given that he would 
do or dig.

Vre daily found floating in the lake. 
A 
man cleans out the dead animals twice a 
week. 
He said two drainage pipes from 
the O’Neal property led directly into tlie 
slough. 
Mayor Brown being called upon, prefaced

He said China slough was surveyed a 
few days since, and tiie surface of the water 
found to be seven feet higher than that of 
the Sacramento river.

He said the cost of the 
work would be in the neighborhood of 
$3.000. 
The discharge pipe would be laid 
down the river a distance below the suction 
pipe of the water works so as not to inter­ 
fere in the least with the latter.

assured him that as soon us the banks and

The water by 
this means would be drawn entirely from 
Sixth street, and a large number of islands 
formed in the northern and eastern por­ 
tions of the lake.

Throughout the city. The river will go 
down at least three feet more, which, with 
the slougli in its present condition, would 
leave the surface of the slough fully ten 
feet higher than the river, and it would thus 
he forcing its fiithy waters in every direction. 
He said a twelve-inch pipe would do the 
work, and that effectually. 
He would like 
to hear from some of the medical gentle­ 
men ns to the probable effect the exposure 
of the mud and tilth on the banks and 
slopes would have on the health of the 
city. The Trustees have so far taken no 
action, but are ready to do so at once, ami 
spend $5,000 or $0,000. if necessary, to im­ 
prove the sanitary condition of the city. 
Other portions of the city are being most 
thoroughly and effectively cleaned up. In­ 
deed, it seemed to him that in some quar­ 
ters citizens were vying with each other to 
see who could do the most in that direction 
in the least time.

proper. 
Dr. Cluness said there was no doubt but 
that the exposure of a large area of the 
filth and slum of the slough that would 
naturally follow the drawing off of so 
much water would increase malarial effects. 
However, if the property owners would 
cover, up as suggested by the Mayor, in the 
wake ot the receding waters, danger from 
that quarter need not he feared. 
In his 
opinion the health of the city would un­ 
doubtedly be improved by the connecting 
of the slough with the riveras suggested 
by the Mayor. 
However, lie was unaltera­ 
bly o f the opinion that the crying evil 
must still remain until Chinatown, that 
portion of it north of I street, was abated. 
Chinatown is in itself a nuisance, and will 
remain so. That which has

As a nuisance should be abated. 
The City 
Attorney tells you that the Health Officer 
can abate even to destruction of property, 
and he was of the opinion that life was of 
more value than property, and that the 
nuisance should he abated, and that at 
once. 
He said he w ould offer the follow­ 
ing motion, which he hoped would be 
adopted : 
Krmlved, That that part of I street, north of 
I «treet anil east of Third, which has been de­ 
clared a nuisance, should at onec he abated, 
under instructions of the Hoard of Health und 
Health Officer. 
Dr. ltrune said he did not wish to speak 
to the motion, but he would say that he 
agreed fully w ith the remarks made by the 
Mayor and Dr. < ’luness. 
He did not think 
there would he any jmtrefieation in conse­ 
quence of the lowering of the water of the 
lake. The banks woro o f sand and would 
not be affected by the sun's rays to any 
great extent, but would immediately and 
thoroughly dry out.

H" Weinstock seconded the motion of 
Dr. Cluness, stating tiiat he believed it the 
right thing to do, and a matter that should 
be attended to at once. There was no 
doubt but that

commenced harsh measures, 
would be met at every step of his proceed­ 
ings by the nroperty-owners, and the power 
of the Health Officer would at once be es­ 
tablished in Court.

thing. If the Chinese can be compelled to 
get out, or can be driven out, why not 
commence driving? If they “ must go,” 
l e t ’s MAKE THEM OIT. 
W illiam M. I’etrie said it was nearly as 
bad on the south side of I street as on the 
north. 
Why not finish up Mr. O'Neill's 
idea and wipe out both sides? 
R. T. Devlin said he had been reading 
up the law on this matter, and that it was

that 
in 
extreme 
cases you can 
proceed to demolish the property. 
In 
New York city, in time of the cholera, a 
house was demolished. 
The propertv- 
owner endeavored to recover afterwards, 
but the Courts held that it was a nuisance, 
and tliat being the case, he could not re­ 
cover. He then related the laws relative to 
the nuisance question, and stated what, in 
his opinion, could be done. 
The Health Officer said if he was backed 
by the Board of Health and the City A t­ 
torney he would stay there day and night 
until he accomplished the desired result. 
F. R. Dray said a suit at law meant that 
nothing would be done this year. 
Abating 
the north sido did not remedy the south 
side. The cesspools in Chinatown are dug 
into the sand, and all the foul matter 
escapes into the lake." He did not believe

Bv law. It was all the property some 
people own, was tlieir only source of reve­ 
nue, and they would spend one-half its 
value to save the other half. 
Have a man

fouls its water by depositing therein garb­ 
age. 
Dr. Cluness said we do not insist on the 
destruction of the property, but we do in­ 
sist on the abatement of the nuisance.

water to a point where it could be eon- 
ducted to the sewer. 
In ease that the lake 
has an outlet into the river, and garbage 
and sewer matter kept out, tlie lake would 
in a short tinte purify itself to ail extent 
that all the objections now spoken of would 
be removed.

The wells bored in this city find water at 
the depth of 30 feet. 
For many years this 
was considered good drinking water, but 
for the last two or three years it has become 
very filthy and strongly’impregnated with 
sewage.
